WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 -</P/—President Roosevelt 
ask ed 
Congress today to give him sweeping wartime power to suspend 
any law, particularly tariffs, found interfering with 
the 
“free 
movement of persons, property and information" into and out of 
the United States. 
Asserting that speed and volume of war output have become 
more than ever in our history the “prim ary conditions of vic­ 
tory,” Mr. Roosevelt said in a special message: 
‘‘To achieve an all out w ar production effort, we must imple­ 
ment and supplement the steps already tak en by the Congress 
and the President to eliminate those peace 
time 
restrictions 


which limit our ability to mak e the fullest and quick est use of 
the world's resources.” 


The President ask ed that he be empowered for the duration 
of the w ar to “suspend the operation of all or any such laws, in 
such a way as to meet new and perhaps unforscen problems 
a> 
they may arise, and on such terms as 
w-ill 
enable 
the 
Chief 
Executive and government agencies to work out in detail parallel 
action in other countries." 
Government agencies, Mr. Roosevelt ■said, had already re 
moved many administrative restrictions on the movement 
of 
war goods, information and persons, but there remained "many 


legislative obstacles to that movement vvnicii impede and d lay 
our war production effort." 
The Chief Executive said these obstacles fi 1 into tv. o cate­ 
gories. One, he asserted, directly affected the movement in and 
out of the United State's of material, information 
and 
persons 
needed for the w ar effort and included customs duties and the 
administrative supervision required by law affecting movement 
of persons and property at our borders and ports.

Cause of Jaundice Epidemic in Armed Forces Is Obscure 


By LOGAN CLENDEMNG, M. I> 


THE REPORT o f the Surgeo n- 
General o n the epidemic o f jaun­ 
dice which affected perso nnel o f 
the Armed Fo rces fro m January 
to June, 1942, is no w at hand. Al­ 
tho ugh I have had numero us in­ 
quiries. I have deferred discussing 
it until accurate info rmatio n was

available. The Surgeo n-General’« 
repo rt is autho ritative, accurate 
and frank, but it is evident that 
the cause and nature o f the epi­ 
demic is mo re o r less o f a mystery. 
The cause o f the epidemic was 
ascribed to the use o f yello w fever 
vaccine; o r to he exact, o f certain 
lo tt o f yello w fever vaccine. All 
large o utbreaks were asso ciated 
with the administratio n o f these 
lo ts o f vaccine. It co uld be pre­ 
dicted, after the asso ciatio n was 
kno wn, that tro o ps at far distant 
statio ns who had been ino culated 
with these lo ta wo uld co me do wn 
with jaundice in a pro po rtio n o f 
cases. 
But what there was in the vac­ 
cine that caused it is unkno wn. 
All 
Army, 
Navy 
and 
Public 
Health fo rces were fo r a time 
vaccinated with serum made the 
same way and no case o f jaundice 
resulted. The serum has been sub­ 
jected to a change in pro cess o f 
manufacturing 
and 
extensively 
tested, so that all safeguards fo r 
future 
vaccinatio ns 
have 
been 
made. Only tro o ps destined fo r 
po ints where there is danger o f 
yello w fever will be vaccinated, at 
'east fo r a time. 


Fever Mo re Dangero us 


It sho uld be emphasized that 
vaccinatio n against yello w fever 
is a reco gnized metho d o f prevent­ 
ing a disease which wo uld be 
far 
mo re 
dangero us 
than 
the 
jaundice o f this epidemic. 
Jaundice is due to a variety o f 
things, o ne being a destructio n o f 
liver cells, and since yello w fever 
derives its name fro m a jaundice 
o f that so rt, it was naturally sug­ 
gested at first that these were 


actually cases o f yello w fever. But 
careful micro sco pic examinatio n 
o f liver tissue made in auto psy o f 
the few- rare cases o f death sho wed 
a liver destructio n that 
wr» no t 
at all like that o f yello w fever. 
The o fficial circular states very 
emphatically that these jaundice 
cases were no t cases o f yello w 
fever. 
No r were they cases o i o rdi­ 
nary catarrhal jaundice, 
so me­ 
times called VVeil’e disease. 


Substance Destro y ed Liv er Celle 
They were quite apparently due 
to so mt substance that caused a 
destructio n o f liver cells. The liver 
fo rtunately regenerates very rap­ 
idly and this undo ubtedly is what 
happened in the cases that re­ 
co vered. 
I am sure a repo rt emanating 
fro m such high so urces wo uld no t 
have spared anyo ne if there had 
been any evidence o f carelessness 
o r avo idable bad technique in the 
preparatio n o f the vaccine. 
It 
wo uld so rm to be simply an in­ 
stance o f extreme misfo rtune in 
carrying o ut a necessary measure. 
It has given the anti-vaccina­ 
tio n cranks an o ppo rtu 
tv to 
ho wl, but the so berer rejectio ns 
o f the co mmunity will no t allo w 
o ur so ldiers and sailo rs to go to 
co untr.es where they will be ex­ 
po sed to yello w fever unpro tected, 
when a tested preventive is at 
hand.
